6. To see if the town will appropriate $250 to 
repair street leading from the Turnpike to the New 
Boston road. Mr. Perham will donate land to give . 
the street sufficient width. 


7. To see if the town will reaffirm the ordinance 
to prohibit coasting or sliding on the main road from — 
the village to Milford and at any side road crossing 
of said road. This, that parents and teachers may 
realize their responsibility if any accident should 
occur when children violate said ordinance.

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Report of Fire Company 


The purchase, over a year ago, of the new fire 
truck opened a new era in fire protection for the 
town. A new company was formed and kept at its 
full strength of twenty men. The appointment of an 
efficient steward has insured us that our equipment 
is always ready when the necessity arises. The trac- 
tor and snow-plow enables the fire apparatus to 
reach property which in years past would have been 
impossible during the winter months. 

During the past year, the fire equipment has 
been greatly improved by the purchase of a new 
pump, which will deliver as much water as can be 
expected of any portable machine. Two hundred 
and fifty feet of water hose and ten feet of suction 
hose has been added to the supply on hand, giving. 
us at the present time seven hundred feet of perfect 
hose. Realizing that the extra weight of the new 
pump and the additional hose was over-loading the 
truck, the members of the company purchased, and 
gave to the town, a truck to be used as a pump and 
hose truck. The new truck crowded the fire house 
to capacity, leaving no room for the firemen to hold 
their meetings or to care for their equipment with- 
out driving the trucks out of doors. To remedy this 
condition, an addition was built onto the fire house. 

At the present time the fire company arrives at 
a fire with over a hundred gallons of chemical for 
instant use, through three hundred feet of hose. We 
also have a water pump capable of delivering over 
a hundred gallons of water a minute at approxi- 
mately one hundred and forty pounds pump pres- 
sure, through seven hundred feet of delivery hose. 
The pump is equipped with a valve through which 
the chemical tanks may be refilled without shutting 
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off the water line to the fire, thus allowing a more 
constant stream of chemical than was possible with 
the former bucket brigade method of refilling tanks. 
We submit this report feeling that our fire-fighting 
equipment compares favorably with that of any 
town of similar size in the state. 

Ever anxious to increase the efficiency of our fire 
department, we offer two suggestions, trusting that 
they may meet with approval and will materialize. 
First, the town should buy more water hose. This is 
particularly necessary because at a fire of any dura- 
tion, the pump might soon exhaust nearby wells. 
The second suggestion is to have dug somewhere in 
the upper district of the village one or more cisterns 
to strengthen the water supply in that section. This, 
we believe, would furnish the best protection for the 
smallest expenditure. 

During the past year the company has been 
called seven times: three fires at dwellings, three 
brush fires, and one investigation call from the state 
forest fire look-out at Milford. The total damage 
from fire in our town this year has been negligible; 
a fact which is a credit to our residents for their 
care in avoiding this great and ever-present menace.

PARTMENT 


In accordance with the terms of an agreement 
executed between your town and the State Forestry 
Department, we are handing you herewith a state- 
ment indicating the results of White Pine Blister 
Rust ‘Control carried on in your town during the sea- 
son of 1929. | 

As will be seen by the financial statement, the 
State increased the town appropriation 25 per cent. 
The necessary supervision of the crew, the time em- 
ployed in laying out the work and deciding on the 
control areas, as well as many other details, was 
handled by the district Blister Rust Agent. As he is 
paid by the Federal Bureau of Plant Industry, no 
charge for his services was made against either 
town or state monies. Thus, the town appropriation 
and the state aid was used solely in the location and 
destruction of currant and gooseberry bushes, the 
plants which spread this disease from infected to 
healthy pine trees.

The librarian of the Daland Library submits the 
following report: 

In many ways the past year has been a very suc- 
cessful one. Many new books have been added to 
our shelves, and more interest is being shown in the 
library in general. More people come to the library 
to look up references and solve mooted questions. 

As usual, our friends have remembered us kind- 
ly, and the names of the generous donors are the 
familiar ones that we are glad to speak of each year. 
From Mr. J. F. Wellington we have received $25.00 
and books from his private library. Mr. Orrin Hub- 
bard is, as always, a large contributor, giving the 
library twelve volumes of the World War, published 
by The London Times, and many interesting books 
of fiction. Also books from Mrs. Leslie Boutwell, 
Mrs. Philip Thayer, Mrs. Amy Abbott, Mrs. Marble, 
Mrs. Natalie Dion, Mrs. H. P. Peck, Mr. Cecil Ban- 
croft and others. Philip Thayer, Jr., and Jean Thay- 
er have donated a large number of children’s books; 
also Sarah Wister and Deborah Kittredge. Some 
new and very interesting Juvenile books were pur- 
chased from the money allowed the library by the 
town, $108.37 for books and $22.50 for magazines, 
and books for adults were also bought from this 
money. 

At present the greatest need of the library is 
more stack room. We have an excellent showing of 
the latest biographies, histories, books on travel, 
nature, etc., in short what are called “worthwhile 
books” that will be an addition to the library for 
years to come. It is very encouraging to realize how » 
often these are taken out, proving the truth that if 
good things are provided, people will gladly wel- 
come them.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 


I herewith submit my eleventh report which is 
the thirteenth report in the series. 


Supervisory Union No. 40 


No change has been made since this Union was 
formed in 1919 except as the division of joint ex- 
penses has been adjusted from time to time to make 
an equitable distribution. Mont Vernon now pays 
one-twentieth. 


Reorganization of Schools 


Decreasing enrollment has made it feasible to 
combine Grades I-VI inclusive under one teacher in 
the lower room in the central building in the village 
and to provide tuition and transportation for sev- 
enth and eighth grade pupils at Milford High 
School. This results in a group of twenty-eight chil-' 
dren in charge of Miss Florence B. Kidder and ‘three 
children transported to Milford where they are en- 
rolled in the six-year High School. Two of them will 
probably be promoted to Grade IX for next Septem- 
ber, and the other will be advanced to Grade VIII. 
The advantages of this reorganization are several. 
First and most important, the relatively few chil- 
dren in the two upper grades have a chance to start 
the first year of Milford’s six-year program and thus 
to secure the benefits of departmentalized instruc- 
tion, including cooking and sewing for girls and 
manual training for boys. The transition from Grade 
VI to VII is easier to make than under the old plan 
from VIII to IX. Incidentally, the cost of trans- 
portation is less than the maintenance of a second 
room at the village. As now conducted the upper 
room at the village is vacant, and being equipped 
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with electricity and a good school room heater, ‘is 
available for other uses such as community gather- 
ings or afternoon work meetings. 


Enrollment 


Page 41 in last year’s report gives enrollment 
data for ten years past. The table below shows pres- 
ent conditions. The prospects for next year are that 
the total number enrolled will not be larger than 
now. The three now in Grade VI may become 
eligible for Grade VII at Milford, making a total of 
four to be transported to Milford. A continuation of 
the present arrangement as explained above seems 
feasible.

Beginnings made three years ago have been con- 
tinued by the purchase of a piece of playground 
equipment which combines a slide, swings, and a 
trapeze or rings. This outfit has been very popular 
with the children. In this year’s budget a small sum 
is included for further extension of equipment. The 
next thing to be secured should be teeter boards. 
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Costs 

For the school year 1928-1929 the cost per pupil 
‘jin average membership for elementary schools in 
Mont Vernon was $153.01 as compared with the 
state median figure of $83.35. This apparently high 
cost was due to the fact that each of the two teach- 
ers had enrolled not more than half as many pupils 
as could have easily been handled. A more interest- 
ing figure and a better measure of cost is the amount 
per $1000 of equalized valuation required for sup- 
port of schools. For 1928-1929 this was $7.36 in 
Mont Vernon. There were forty-seven districts in 
the state in which this cost was less, Livermore be- 
ing the lowest at $3.51. There were one hundred 
and ninety-six districts in which the cost was more, 
Acworth being the highest at $20.94. This shows 
that the costs in Mont Vernon in comparison with 
the wealth of the district are low. 


Ten Years 


On December 6, 1929, the State Board of Educa- 
tion held a meeting at Concord for School Board 
members in New Hampshire. The object of this 
meeting was to discuss and review the last ten years 
during which the new School Law of 1919 has been 
in effect. Among the speakers at the meeting were 
Governor Tobey, Ex-Governor Bartlett, Ex-Gover- 
nor Spaulding, members of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, and School Board members. The meeting 
was held at the new High School building and was 
largely attended. All reported a very profitable and 
enjoyable day. Ten out of the twelve School Board 
members of this Union were able to attend. Such 
meetings do two things; first, they assist those who 
attend in the solution of their own local problems, 
and second, they provide more thorough under- 
standing of the work throughout the state and a 
general broadening of each one’s point of view. 
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Conclusion 

Calvin Coolidge once said, “It is not enough 
merely to know how to get a living; it is necessary 
to know how to live.’”’ Such a statement expresses 
the purpose of public schools, especially the last 
part. The constant effort of every teacher, who 
makes of her teaching a profession and not just a 
job, is to teach children by instruction and by ex- 
ample how to live. This part of a pupil’s education 
is not measurable in the same way as arithmetic or 
grammar, etc., but is equally if not more valuable. 
A good school citizen will make a good adult com- 
munity citizen. By daily practice in living we learn 
how to live and grow—hence our motto of this year 
—*“Education is Growth.”
